Australia is meeting the problem ol 
repatriating the men fighting in Eu­ 
rope Is described In dispatches to the 
bureau of foreign and domestic com­ 
merce. 
Much interest was aroused by 
the dbp u <j hon, as foreshadowing what 
the United States must do when the 
tide of disabled men begins to flow 
westward. 
Two principles form the basis of the 
Australian system : 
First, th at the

that as a soldier abandoned his civil 
railing to serve the state, It Is the 
duty of the state to sustain him until 
an opportunity for such re-establish- 
ment is assured.

lm ounts will vary according to the 
number of dependents, the maximum 
being £3, 0 shillings, or approximately 
nano.

mal workmen will be educated to new 
tasks and perhaps employed perma­ 
nently.
